A N E W T E M P E R A N C E DEAL. 
If reports from Madison bo true, there 
is to be a new des I in regard to the 
method cf conducting the next temper­ 
ance campaign. The plan is to abandon 
the prohibition party, and to organize 
one that will be generous enough to sup­ 
port a temperance man for cilice whether 
he be a republican or a prohibitionist. 
The Hcntinel 
claims to know that 
chief Among 
the 
leaders 
of 
the 
new movement is “T. C. Richmond, 
they have busied themselves with form­ 
ulating some new prejeot. 
Mr. Rich­ 
mond was formerly one of the most 
pre minent third party exponents in the 
northwest, end for several years chair­ 
man of the prohibition state central com­ 
mittee. Be soured on his party primarily 
owing to the woman’s suffrage plank in 
the national platform, and smoe the gen­ 
eral collapse of the movement in several 
states he has thought the time is ripe for 
an entirely new movement. Several tem­ 
perance men in other parties, it is said, 
have been interested.” 
If the real (object of the new move­ 
ment is to push forward a practical tem­ 
perance cause, it shoald succeed, and 
doubtless will, but if it is to be a new 
name for an old party, it will fare no bet­ 
ter than the third party. 
One of the 
besi things the new movement can do is 
to use its influence to secure the nomin­ 
ation of wise and oool-headed temper­ 
ance men for the legislature. 
As a rule* 
the republican party has nominated such 
men. There were some mistakes made last 
year in other parts of the state in nom - 
inatirg 
republicans who didn’t care 
whether the temperance question was 
voted up or down. Such men never 
should go to the legislature as repub­ 
licans. A man who is not willing to sup­ 
port a wise and neicessary temperance 
measure is not a representative of ad­ 
vancing republican ideas. 
A too radical measure should not pass, 
and it might do mere harm than good if 
it did pass, but there is a temperance 
policy very much like that in .Pennsyl­ 
vania, which would be a blessing to Wis­ 
consin . A movement that would secure 
the people such temperance reform as 
that should receive the hearty support of 
everybody outride the liquor trallio. 


The evils incident to a large and in­ 
creasing foreign - born population and to 
imperfect immigration and naturalization 
laws are not to be dealt with by secret, 
oath bound societies. They are evils that 
especially demand to be discussed in the 
most open and plain-spokeD manner, and 
to be dealt with through the agency of 
well digested laws that will accurately 
reflect enlightened public opinion. Our 
immigration regulations have gradually 
been increasing m stringency for some 
years past, but these laws represent tem­ 
porary expediencies—and too cften mere 
demagogic 
expediencies—rather than 
systematic and far-reaching attempts to 
deal effectively with a most important 
Bobjcot. —P/iHadelphta Tele<j m p h . 
v There seems to be bnt little hope that 
the immigration laws will (be materially 
improved for some time to come. Con­ 
gress bas taken a hand in that matter 
several times, bnt did not mind the situ­ 
ation to any extent. 
The drift of dis- 
onesion in congress two years ago showed 
very plainly that little could be done. 
There was a good deal of cowardice on 
the one hand, and a lack of a comprehen­ 
sion of the subject on the other, so that 
nothing was done, and what hope have 
the people that anything effective and 
statesman like will be done, no matter 
which party is in power.

Chicago, June 27.—The grand ju ry 
this morning resumed the inquiry into the 
Cronin case. 
The first witness was Dr. J. 
P. Cass, who lives on Milwaukee avenue.' 
The doctor testified that he had a fast 
horse which Dan Coughlin and Burke, 
shortly before the murder, tried to hire for 
all night service. 
Ho in-isted that they 
put up ^400 guaranty that the animal] 
would bo returned in good condition, but; 
this was refused and the men departed in] 
anything but good humor. 
Dr. Cass iden­ 
tified a picture of Burke as that of Cough­ 
lin’s companion. 
Patrick O’Brien, a State street saloon- 
keepor; J. B. Boll of the W estern Union, 
and representatives of the Postal Tele­ 
graph company, wero also called as w it­ 
nesses. 
Other witnesses before tho grand ju ry 
were Dennis O’Connor, 
John F. O’Con­ 
nor, Thomas Murphy, John Moss, M. J. 
Kelly, John F. Boggs, John Horan, Paul 
Hoefig, T. J. Conway, Edward Sholes, J. 
B. V oss, William Linn, and T. P. Shan­ 
ahan. 
Tho sensation of tho day was tho disclo­ 
sure that Attorney John F. Beggs had 
been under arrest since Tuesday night, 
which fact was made known by his ap ­ 
pearance at tho criminal court building to 
testify again before the grand jury, at­ 
tended by two officers. 
A t tho conclusion, 
of his testimony ho was hustled into a! 
patrol wagon aud taken to a police sta­ 
tion to spend tho night, 
d b a s t Friday tho present grand jury, 
after exhausting all the evidence against 
Alexander Sullivan, M artin Burke, Wood­ 
ruff, P. O’Sullivan, Coughlin, and all tho 
other suspects in sight, postponed tho in ­ 
quiry to give tho police and State’s A t­ 
torney time to dovolop a case against tho 
clique of seven or eight men who formed 
tho'center of camp ^20. 
The names of 
these 
men, together with others who 
worked 
with 
them, include John F. 
O’Malley, Thomas Murphy, Lawrence Ii. 
Buckle}’, H arry Jordon, Dan Coughlin, P. 
O’Sullivan and John F. Beggs. 
The bureau of prosecution, armed by the 
information placed in its hands by a melfa-1 
bor of tho “ inner circle” last Monday, has 
been closely pressing this group until now 
one is arrested and the evidence w arrants 
tho indictment of others. 
The method pursued by tho grand ju ry 
and the State’s attorney in working on the 
fears of the conspirators has been to send’ 
for a suspected person. 
“ Now,” says the inquisitor, “ were you 
a t a meeting Feb. 15 or tho last Friday in 
A pril:” (Two meetings were held.) 
The suspected man either admits or de­ 
nies that he attended any such meetings.! 
Two were found who admitted they had. 
Then each man was brought in again. 
Ho 
was told th at 1 ‘A’ ’ had said he was at such 
a meeting, and th at “ B” had said he was 
there. 
W asn’t he there? The witness was' 
given tho alternative of refusing to answer 
lest ho should incriminate himself or ofl 
being sent to jail for contempt. 
Guilt and 
punishment for perjury stared him in the 
face if he denied facts apparently well 
established. 
To adm it having attended 
the meetings seemed, as they wero already 
kuown, harmless, when it came to choos­ 
ing between the two alternatives 
F ive m en were thus m ade to adm it bhoy 
had attended the meetings of tho conspira­ 
tors. 
Once having made this 
admission 
they wero examined as to w hat was said 
and done. 
H esitatinglyjand at a half- 
dozen different examinations the suspected 
menjtold confuse I and varied storios. 
'As 
the inquiry progressed they wero con­ 
fronted with tho discrepancies, obvious 
inaccuracies, and misstatements of thoir 
original accounts, until entangled, embar­ 
rassed, and .confused to the point of desper­ 
ation thay wore allowed to retire from 
tho grand-jury room, leaving an impres­ 
sion of their guilt upon tho minds of every 
one who heard them. 
Pome of the suspected men have been 
either before the grand ju ry or the State’s 
Attorney a dozen times. 
John F. Beggs 
was relentlessly questioned seven times. 
He would admit that ho was a member of 
the Clnn-na-Gael and of camp 20; that he 
was tho senior guardian or executive 
officer of tho camp; th at he had attended 
certain meetings, and that he had met at 
them certain men. 
But he protested his 
innocence, saying: 
“ I know nothing and 
I am not lesponsible for what others in my 
camp may havo done.” 
The account given above of w hat took 
place in the grand ju ry room originated 
in the State’s attorney’s office. 
Another 
story is th at tho mysterious informer 
about whom so much has been said recent­ 
ly is none other than Boggs, th at he, 
though deep in the conspiracy, has told all 
to save himself from the scaffold. 
Something of tho utmost importance has 
occurred. 
Henry Greenebaura, a grand 
j uror, sat eating his lunch in a restaurant 
yesterday afternoon. 
“ A t last we are at tho bottom of tho 
case, ’ ’ he said to his neighbor. 
“ W hat Is it that you arc at tho bottom 
ot?” put in a reporter who sat at his other 
elbow. 
“ Nothing,” said Greenebaum clutching 
his check and hastily leaving the counter. 
A reporter personally known to several 
of the grand jurors called upon them at 
their residences or places of business and 
talked with thorn upon tho situation. Their 
obligations as grand jurors forbade them i 
from telling what they know, but they did’ 
say that developments of tho utmost con­ 
sequence to the case had occurred. 
Tho life of the grand jury is coextent 
with the Juno term, and the Juno term 
expires Saturday. 
If tho ju ry be not 
through the June term will be extended by 
Judge Shepard and tho grand ju ry thus 
continued. 
Assi-tan t State’s Attorney George Baker 
came back from W ashington yesterday 
noon with the extradition papers for Burke 
all properly signed. 
After a talk with 
Mr. Longoneekor ho departed last night 
for Winnipeg, whore ho will remain until 
the legal formalities for bringing Burke 
back are complied with.

Cameron died at 8 o'clock Wednesday 
evening. 
Tho General’s condition during tho day 
was rather encouraging, and death camo 
suddenly during a weak spell. 
Dp to the 
last attack ho was conscious, and had no 
trouble to swallow the food given him and 
which he appeared to assimilate. 
Around 
tho death-bcd were ox-Attorney-General 
MacVeagh 
and 
wife, 
Mrs. 
Ilnldman, 
James Cameron, Simon B. Cameron and 
wife, and Mrs. David W atts, a grand­ 
daughter. 
Tho funeral 
will be held in 
Harrisburg. 
Simon Cameron was born less than 
twenty-five miles from tho spot where he 
died, in 1799, tho son of a poor country 
tailor. 
Apprenticed to tho p rin ter’s trade 
he worked in W ashington in 1821 on tho 
Congn ssional debates, and there became 
acqua nted with President Monroe. 
He 
was a Democrat in politics, mid in that 
year of 1821 ho wrote a letter favoring the 
election of John C. Calhoun to tho Presi­ 
dency. 
Pr'or to going to W ashington he 
was editor of the Doyleston Democrat. 
In 
1823 he vas elected public printer of 
Pennsylvania. 
In 1820 he became ad ju ­ 
tant-general of his native State. 
In 1828 
he had Hie contract to build a xanal from 
Lake Foncliartruin to Now Orleans, and 
relinquished that work at tho request of 
•Gen. Jackson to return to Pennsylvania 
and aid in organizing tho first national 
(Convention hold in tho republic. 
At that 
convention, held in Baltimore, ho was 
offered and declined the chairmanship. 
Selling out his interest in the canal con­ 
tract ho boeamo a banker at Middletown. 
Ho had placed James Buchanan in the 
Senate, and when tho latter entered Polk's 
'cabinet Mr. Cameron, in 1815, succeeded 
him in tho Senate. 
Mr. Cameron was re­ 
elected to tho Senate in 1850, as a Repub­ 
lican, and in the convention which nomi­ 
nated Lincoln was Pennsylvania’s candi­ 
date for the Presidency. 
AN hen tho final 
.conflict came Mr. Cameron’s friends voted 
for Lincoln to defeat Seward, and Mr. 
Lincoln was nominate I. 
Mr. Lincoln named Mr. 
Cameron for 
Secretary of W ar, and he held that office 
until 1802, when he retired and accepted 
the St. Petersburg mission. 
Tho moving 
cause of his retirement from the war office 
was his recommendation that the negroes 
bo armed, which was considered by Mr. 
Lincoln and Mr. Cameron’s feUow-socre- 
taries impolitic at the time. 
Mr. Cameron 
was granted by Mr. Lincoln the privilege 
of naming his successor, and upon his 
nomination Mr. Lincoln made Edwin M. 
Stanton his war secretary. 
When in 1804 
the movement to defeat tho renomination 
of Mr. 
Lincoln becamo pronounced tho 
President recalled Mr. Cameron and placed 
his interests in his charge. 
Tho veteran 
politician immediately went to H arrisbar 
and induced tho Legislature to ignition 
Mr. Lincoln to accept a second term. 
This action was imitated by tho legislative 
bodies of tho other loyal States and Mr. 
Lincoln’s renomination was assured. 
Mr. Cameron ro-entorod tho Senate [in 
1867 and served until 1877, when ho re­ 
signed and was succeeded by his son Don 
Cameron. 
Mr. Cameron has never lost 
interest in politics, and 
even in his ad 
vaneed old ago ho has wielded an almost 
autocratic power in tho polities of his own 
State. 
Ho was a born leader of men 
aggressive in his opinions; strong in hi 
determination; quick to apprehend and to 
net; a shrewd observer of his fellow’-mon 
a man of winning manner and 
pleasant 
speech.

lision of freight trains occurred 
near] 
Latrobe, Ta., forty miles east of this city, 
on the Pennsylvania railroad, about 2:30 
o’clock this morning. 
Thirty cars were 
wrecked and seven persons killed, four of 
them unknown tramps. 
A t the hour named freight train 308, 
west bound, loft Latrobe, and had ju st 
reached the bridge, about fifty yards west 
of that place, when it collided with extra 
freight train No. 1313, coming in the op-j 
posito 
direction. 
Another 
east-bound, 
freight was standing on a sidetrack on the! 
bridgo, and the wrecked train crashed 
against it, dashing ono locomotive and a 
number of cars over the embankment into 
tho creek, a distance of fifty feet. 
Engineer Caldwell and his fireman ara 
supposed to have been killed instantly. 
Their bodies are still in the creek. 
Brake­ 
man Miller was terribly crushed. 
He is 
still living, but will die. 
The bodies of 
four tram ps wero taken from the wreck. 
They have not been identified. 
Tho cause 
of the accident has not yet been learned. 
Tho loss to tho railroad company will be 
very heavy. 
L ater—It is now reported that thirty- 
fivo or forty peoplo wore killed in the! 
wreck. 
Tho bodies are buried with the 
cars in the river. 
A car load of limo in the conter of the 
train was tho last to go down, atjd it was 
scattered over a pile of shattered cars. 
Then tho debris took fire, and, notwith-. 
standing tho olTorts of the 200 people 
present, it burned fiercely.

Sign M ust Be BrAkeh Up. 
There is a great stir am ong the go6d 
people in the southern end of thjs county, 
says an Owingsville, K y ., correspond ant. 
In th a t vicinity is one of the m ost lash* 
ionable country churches of tho S tate, 
know n as the “ W hite Oak church,” be­ 
cause it stands in a beautiful grove of 
w hite oaks. 
The surrounding farm ers are 
w ealthy, as the soil is the finest of blue 
grass, and produces an abundance. 
Their 
wives and daughters are as p retty as any 
in K entucky, and they give them plenty 
of money w ith which to buy handsom e 
clothes. 
Their owners alw ays w ear these 
when they attend the services a t W hite 
Oak church, aud years ago a rem arkable 
custom was established. 
A nnually, on the fourth Sunday in May, 
it became the habit of all the p retty 
we* 
men for miles around to a rra y them selves 
in th eir best new clothing, 
regardless of 
expense, and go to services a t W hite O ak 
church. 
They wore good clothes on other 
Sabbaths, but the fourth Sunday in M ay 
was alw ays an especial occasion. 
By and 
by this riv alry am ong the K entucky ladies 
centralized itself on bonnets. 
I t w as tho 
particu lar aim of each to w ear a new bon­ 
net which would eclipse th a t of any of her 
neighbors. 
Thus the day camo to be kown 
as the k ’bonnet show, ’ * and was fam ous 
throughout this and surrounding coun­ 
ties. 
On 
“ bonnet show” day the church 
would not hold the people. 
M any of the 
young men who never neglected tho oc­ 
casion were forced to stand a t tho windows 
outside, and w atch the congregation of 
beauty and fashion. 
Tho “ show” caused 
feuds am ong the femalo portion of m any 
fam ilies in tho vicinity, and uoarly all 
neighborhood quarrels dated from a bon­ 
net show. 
The W hite Oak m inisters en ­ 
deavored to stop tho singular observance, 
but thoy failed. 
It was too popular w ith 
the young women aud tho young men, and 
tho 
fathers 
themselves, 
when 
th o ir 
daughters started to church on th a t tiny, 
cautioned thorn not to allow them selves to 
be beaten. 
In fact, 
it was a reg u lar 
beauty show. 
This year they have a now m inister a t 
W hite Oak, and he is decidedly straig h t- 
laced. 
He objected very strongly to tho 
‘•bonnet show ,” and, as it caused m ore 
than tho usual num ber of quarrels hist 
year, m any o ’ tho older church m em bers 
agreed w ith him. 
Two or three weeks ago 
they issued a m anifesto th a t everybody 
was ex; acted to observe tho fourth Sunday 
in May ju st us they 
would any other 
Sabbath. 
They were inform ed th a t this 
would not liaVe the desired effect, and then 
they decided to hold no services a t all on 
th a t day. 
A ll tho ladies in the county 
wero indignant, and declared th a t they 
would choose some other day for the exhi­ 
bition.

THE ESQUIMAUX. 


A Race W hich Appears to Be Gradually 
Becom ing Extinct. 
W hile tho 
Es lujm aux have 
a 
fa r 
wider range east and west than any other 
race, there is m uch evidence th a t tho 
north and south lim its of the T erritory 
have greatly narrow ed, 
says the Now 
Y ork Sun. 
lf the suggestion of ('ap t. 
Adams, th a t the Sm ith Sound natives, 
about 200 in num ber, be removed to south 
Greenland, to prevent them from entirely 
succum bing to tho hardships of 
their 
isolated home, were carried out, tho north 
and south range of thcso natives would bo 
still fu rth er diminished. 
Wo know th a t 
the Esquim aux once hunted in tho northern 
p a rt of G ran t Land, over 200 miles north 
of the present homes of the Sm ith Sound 
highlanders. 
On the other side of Baffin’s 
bay the Esquim aux not long ago often wont 
to Cape Sabine, 
where G reely’3 p arty 
passed thoir last w inter, but they have not 
been heard of so far north for some years. 
On Banks Land McClure found very old 
rem ains of Esquim au huts, b u t the n a ­ 
tives south of Banks Land had 
not even 
any traditions of people living so fa r north 
and the natives of W ollaston Land, 
who 
would be most likely to go thoro to huut, 
have said they never go north of Prince 
A lbert sound, which is far southeast of 
Banks Land. 
These facts point not m ore 
to the southerly retrea t of the Esquim aux 
than to the gradual extinction of the race. 
Even in southw est Greenland, where under 
Danish rule the hard lot of tho natives has 
been considerably am eliorated, 
thoy aro 
barely keeping up their numbers.

—A lively rnnaway took plaoe in the 
fourth ward early this morning. A team 
bel jnging to John Carpenter was stand­ 
ing in front of Presiding Elder Bos - 
woith’e residence, where some men were 
engaged in laying a sidewalk. The team 
by some means became frightened and 
ran full speed down High street, turning 
off to School street, and had it not been 
that a man tam ed them to one side by 
waviog his hat and shouting at them, 
they would have run right into the front 
porch of a dwelling house.] They turned 
out as tho man ran towards them and the 
wagon ran against a large tree almost 
twisting around it, demolishing one 
wheel and the tongue of the wagon com­ 
pletely and wrecking it considerably iQ 
other ways. One of tho hone .was ala) 
badly hurt and so stiffened by some 
means that he was hardly able to move; 


The state was represented by tho at­ 
torney general; the defendant by one of 
the leaders of the bar, on ex-attorney 
general. 
It appears from the opening’statement 
rf the prosecuting office, that, as the ac­ 
cused WPS passing the store in which the 
deceased was employed as clerk, he wee 
assaulted by tbe deceased, who followed 
him some distance along the side walk, 
striking him two or three blows with a 
slight pine stick or wand, used in the 
store for measuring cloth. Thereupon 
the prisoner turned upon his assailant, 
and quickly drawing a pistol, but giving 
no warning, and making no demand that 
he should desist, shot him twice, iniliot- 
mg wounds from whioh bo died wilhin 
an hour. 


Then I baw in my dream that in less 
than three hours from the swearing of 
th e first witness, the case for the goven- 
ment was oonoluded, and this with due 
deliberation in the marshalling cf evi­ 
dence, and notwithstanding careful cro?s 
examination at all material points. 
Nor 
should it be ov erlooked that there was 
muoh minute medical testimoney, given 
w ith that careful avoidance of tho simpler 
forms of narrative, aud that freedom 
from excessive condensation whioh fre­ 
q u en tly characterize the dimples of Galen 
w hen occupying tho witness stan d . 
And .'now I saw in my dream that, in 
bdbalf ef the accused, evidence was of­ 
fered, tending to show that for some time 
the relatione between the parties to tho 
fatal 
affray 
had been dangerously 
strained, that the deceased had often used 
threatening language towards the pris­ 
oner, patting him,as was contended, in se­ 
rious apprehension of bodily barm ; tbat 
he had for weeks believed his life to be 
in danger, and that, under the circum­ 
stances, tbe shooting was a justifiable aet 
of self-defense. 
Thisyiew of the oa?e 
led to a somewhat exten ded examination 
into the character, habits and intercourse 
of the two m en, much testimony as to tbe 
cause of their estrangement, and a re­ 
newed 
investigation, at considerable 
length, of every incident connected with 
the final encounter. For these and other 
good reasons, including the larger license 
which is not improperly accorded to wit­ 
nesses for tbe prisoner, the defense was 
prolonged to a period slightly exceeding 
four hours. 


Now, I observed farther in my dream, 
that tbe testimony on both sides having 
been closed, the presiding jadge at five 
o’clock rn the afternoon, informed the 
counsel that after an intermission cf two 
hours for dinner, the ease must proceed 
without interruption or delay until fin­ 
ished. 
While I cannot say that this an­ 
nouncement had any marked effect rn 
checking the How of forensic eloquence, 
I oan affirm that the fears of an all-night 
session expressedby some, and apparent 
on the faces of many, proved to be un 
founded. 
At th e reo p e n in g of th e o o n rt, th e ju ry 
, w as ad d re sse d b y tb e co u n sel fo r 
th e 


sembling a demonstration 
of feeling. 
This was instantly checked by tbe judge 
presiding, the audience being informed 
that another such manifestation would be 
followed by the prompt exclusion of all 
spectators. It is also deserving of men­ 
tion that, during and subsequent to tbe 
trial, the newspapers confined themselves 
to a literal transcript of the proceedings. 
Moreover the absence or silence of the 
interviewer was conspicuous and com­ 
forting. 
I t was gratifying to observe 
that no tlowers from fair bands solaced 
tbe Bufferings of tbe prisoner. In that 
community one does not enter the com­ 
pany of heroes through tbe gate of homi­ 
cide 
Some features of the trial seem to call 
for special mention, and 
First: The selection of the jury. This 
was speedily accomplished because tbe 
aeq a iry os to Htseea w as p ractically lim ­ 
ited to a B ingle question: "Are you able 
to decide this case without prejudice or 
partiality, upon the sworn testimony 
which shall be submitted to you?’’ 
Those who could not reply in the affirm­ 
ative w.re set aside. Of course such a 
summary method of selection had this 
result, tbat an opportunity was thrown 
away to learn with reference to each juror 
what his basiness was, what his political 
opinions were, and what newspapers he 
usually read and why, who his neighbors 
were, with what persons he usually con­ 
versed, what reports he had heard an i 
from whom end when and where, what 
remarks 
about 
the 
ease 
he 
had 
made, 
and 
to 
whom 
an i 
when 
and 
where, 
and how many times, 
a hundred times? fifty times? twenty 
times, etc., etc.; all this interspersed 
with sprightly sallies of court-room wit, 
wel3omed by responsive laughter from 
the delighted crowd in attendance, nntil 
the unhappy man is rednced to the de 
sired condition of plastic imbecility, and 
what should be a dignified and serious 
investigation is transformed into an un­ 
seemly farce. 
Undoubtedly, this pro­ 
cess can be, nay, it often is, made to ex­ 
tend through several days, but not in the 
community of which lam speaking. 
i'Second. The deportment of oonnsel. 
As between themselves, they maintained 
throughout the manners of gentlemen. 
Whatever resources they msy have bad 
of attack and repartee, of bitter taunt 
and savage rejoinder, were kept scrupu­ 
lously [in tbe back ground. There was no 
want of earnestness on tbe part of the 
prosecution, or of zeal on tbe part [of the 
defense, but adequate earnestness and 
zeal were shown not to be inconsistent 
with a high standard of professional 
courtesy. The court was never disgust­ 
ed, nor the jury, nor the audience enter­ 
tained with a crimonous encounter or 
frivolous jest. 
No less praiseworthy was the treat­ 
ment of witnesses. From first to iaet, no 
witness was bullied or badgered or ca­ 
joled or teased or ridiculed or made in 
any way to feel that the chief end of 
cross-examination was to reader him 
langhiDg-stock or an object cf contempt. 
There was absolutely nothing to mdi 
cate that be was suspected in advance 
of a desire to conceal or to distort tbe 
truth, and therefore deserving to be 
treated as a culprit or criminal. 
As 
rule, the narrative was straight forward, 
coherent and intelligible. 
Positively, 
tbe aim of court and counsel alike 
seemed to be to ascertain tLe real facts 
io the case. 
Third. The moral atmosphere of the 
trial, es I have already intimatec .one of 
the actual tlrama'is personae, was a disso­ 
lute woman. 
She had been the mistress 
of the deceased before she became tbe 
wife of tho prisoner, an i her illicit rela­ 
tions with the deceased survived her 
marriage. There was some reason to be­ 
lieve that the last-mentioned complies 
turn was within the knowledge, if not 
within the clearly implied consent, of 
her husband. 
At all events, below the 
eurfaco, tbe case was saturated with u n ­ 
holy passion and unbridled lu st Zola

Bat- so dexterously was the case con­ 
ducted in the interests cf decency aud 
good morals, so vigilantly watched was 
every possible loophole of escape, that 
no hint of all this reached the audience. 
A single instance will illustrate my mean­ 
ing. A letter from the deceased to the 
wife of the prisoner, and discovered in 
her trunk, having been offered in evi 
dence by the defense as containing mat- 
‘ 
■ and pertinent to the issue 


pointed and crestfallen, while the news 
papers could pander to a vicious taste, or 
sully the pority of an innocent mind. 
The pestilent theory that the publio bas 
a right to know everything that is dis­ 
closed in the coart room, and that those 
who cannot be present may demand tba^ 
they shall find it in all their newspapers/ 
receives no favor at ‘the bands of this 
tnbnnal. 
I afterwards learned that before the 
c o m m e n c e m e n t of the trial, the presid­ 
io judge, knowing how much barm might 
result fro m a wanton o r careless handling 
of the c a se , t a i privately requested the 
counsel to refrain from all demoralizing 
details, so far as this could be done with 
cut ct mprt rinsing the interests of tbe 
state or the accused. Certainly this 
most reasonable request was coD SC ien- 
tously heeded, with no injury to tbe 
prisoner or the prosecution, and yaetiy 
to the advantage of the public morals. 
It may not be irrelevant in this connec­ 
tion to state that the members of this 
court ore appointed for life or daring 
good behavior, enjoying meanwhile a 
sufficient salary, and that the attorney 
general is not elected by the people. 
Fourth. The.,verdict. Under the laws 
of the land, this was accepted, recorded 
and followed by the sentence of the ac­ 
cused, although it represented the 3on- 
olueion of only nine of the twelve jury­ 
men; in other words, there were three 
dissenting j arere. 
Tbe fetich of v unanimous jury which, 
in o thor lands, las so often defeated the 
ends of justice by setting dangerous 
criminals at liberty, is not worshipped 
in the community in which my scene is 
laid. It i8 their belief that if tbe prison­ 
er carries with him throughout 
the 
trial 
the presumption of innocence, 
compelling tbe government to prove 
his guilt beyond a reasonable doubt, hie 
rights are sufficiently guarded by requir­ 
ing that three-fourths of tbe jury shall 
agree upon a verdict against him. 
That 
one juror or two cr three should be able 
to neutralize tbe unanimous opinion of 
tho remainder, by superior ability "to 
resist cold, Lunger, confinement and 
want of rest,” is not thought to afford to 
the law-abiding citizen the protection to 
which he is entitled, or to furnish a 
wholesale example of penal justice. 
It deserves, fnriber, to be stated that, 
some weeks atter the sentence, tbe exec­ 
utive, in whom was vested the pardoning 
power, received a

by leading inhabitants 
of

which 
the prisoner 
had 
once 
resided 
(one 
of 
the 
four largest 
cities of the United States) representing 
that when living there he had been a 
most meritorious person, and asking that 
he might be promptly pardoned.
